The manner in which 
tin* people iif Cuba art* taking to racing moans much 
to tiio future of tlie breeding industry of the I nited 
States, as N|Hirtsnieii of this euiintry must naturally 
look to its iieighlmr fur a supply of thoroughbreds. 

Rivalries are )M*ing horn daily and the nnnnuuee- 
ineiit by the government that raring will he sub- 
sidized to the extent of S20.1MHI during the season 
191*0 i*1 Inis vastly stimulated interest in the thor- 
oughbred. the sum mentioned above having been set 
aside for a Double Event for Cuban-bred two year- 
olds. the first division of Slft.ftftft to be derided in 
February or March at a half mile, while the second 
at a mile for a like amount will lie run for in 
November or l>ei*en liter. These taken in conjunction 
with the liberal program planned by the Cuban- 
Ameriean management which includes sl.i.IMKI added 
money for both the Derby and Craud National 
Handicap, will give a most ambitious series of 
events in which i Is* home-bred will Is* particularly 
well cared for. 

The success achieved by tin* Diaz. Alvarez and 
Armoiiia stables during the past season lias aroused 
a desire on the part of many rich and influential 
citizens to own horses capable of holding their own 
in competition with the liest of those sporting tin* 
silks of the owners named almve. 

Well -brial mares with foals to t'.e l,,st American 
sires have already been bought or will lie purchased 
•luring the coining summer. These will be left in 
the United Stales until their foals have been weaned 
and the mares bred back to the same stallions or 
others of e<|iin! worth and the mares and foals will 
he transferred to Cuba in the autumn. The fine 
young mare Peccadillo, a sister to that good race 
horse l’riseillian. by Hastings St. Priscilla, was 
secured from Major August Itelmoiii for Senor Nico- 
las Allan, of t'amaguey. recently for $5.51X1. Senor 
Ad.au is a senator of the t'amaguey district, which 
is in the heart of the grazing region of Cuba, and 
he is confident that he will have better than an 
even chance of winning honors with the progeny of 
such a fine young matron and Hourless, to which 
horse she was due to foal on April 15. Peccadillo 
will be returned to the splendid son of Negofol. 
whose first foals at Nursery Stud are said to lie a 
fine lot.

Keene Horses Sent to Lexington — Louisville Prices 
Quoted Against Kentucky Derby Horses. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky.. April HI. — Rain which fell 
sit Intervals lsisi night failed to affect the eon- 
dilion of Churchill Down- and Douglas Park during 
the early hours today. 1ml si brisk shower came up 
while training operations were in full swing at 
both places this morning and the horsemen were 
driven under cover for si while. However, most 
of tile horses had been given their exercise before 
the fresh dnwnimur. and few. if any. wen- 
deprived of their training. Ii was raining hard 
while the two-year-olds were being schooled at the 
barrier, but the tsisk was not abandoned. 

The leading cligildes for the Kentucky Derby 
were out oil the Downs track this morning only in 
light gallops, as practically all of them were given 
work-outs yesterday. Among the less regarded 
ones out today were Ethel Gray, which worked 
si mile in 1 : Pi**-, and galloped out sin additional 
eighth; Minute Man. which ran a mile in 1:15. 
and Simpleton, which had si Hire** eighths work 
in 3S 1 -.. 

Al Douglas Park Westwood ran a mile in 1:4s-- 
iu ea s i fashion, going tin* firs! half mile i si 52 
and t hree - *pi:irtei*s in 1:211. He was always under 
restraint. Patches galloped a fast half in Isl- 
and was timed the firs| quarter in 24. This was 
the firsi time this year that this roll was called 
upon to show such high early speed. Mis- Jemima 
rsin a half mile in 50. the first ipisirter in 25. and 
it was simple a eanter for her, sis she was hard 
held.

PURCHASE AND SIR BARTON TO CLASH 

Neither Campaigned Extensively as Two-year-olds 
— Rivals Again. 



The fsict that Kir ltarton and Purchase, generally 
conceded to Im* Hie best of the three-year-olds of 
1919. raced little sis two-year-olds may or may 
not be responsible for their -uperiority. Those 
who are opposed to the early racing of two-year- 
olds sire hound, however, to sittsieli significance to 
the fsict and claim that si esimpsiigit of any dttrsi- 
t ion. especially prior to August 1, would have 
robbed these good performers of some of the qtinli- 
fiesltioils which have elevated them .above tlie others 
of their kind. 

Purchase stsirtcd ten times in 191N. and at 
Saratoga inside his initial appearance on August 
X in si race for maidens, in which he got off Iasi 
and was unplaced. Daily Raring Form’s comment 
was: “Purchase raced green but finished fast." 

Sir Barton started six times as a two-year-old and 
made his debut in the Trcmont Stsikes at Aqueduct 
on July li. finishing fifth to laud Brighton, Sweep 
tin. War Pennant and Gath. Daily Racing Form's 
comment on tin* colt, which run in the colors of J. 
E. Madden anil was ridden hy Arthur I'ollins. was: 
"Sir Barton, a good looker, raced green and i- 
promising.” 

These great rivals will meet many times during 
tin* current season, and if ImiHi remain fit anil well. 
S11|M*I*I> contests should be the outcome. Each is in 
tin* hand- of a master and tin* best riding talent 
will he available for them whenever they go to 
the post. Purchase and Sir Barton are of dif- 
ferent type the former tin* big. rangy, showy 
horse that recalls the pictures of Stoekweil. 
while ('omniander Ross' champion is what might lie 
termed a big little Imrse. a stout, compact, close 
coupled racer with perfect action and a heart to 
match his other qualifications. 

There is an old saying that “a good big ’mi 
can beat a good little ’mi.” whether it be ntau or 
horse. The season of 192ft will tell the tale 
in so far as these rivals of 1919 are concerned. Guy 
Redwell was anxious for a race at a mile and a 
quarter last fall and assured the Empire City man- 
agement of his willingness to send Kir Barton 
to New York for a race. Purchase was not ready, 
however, and negotiations for a $lft.fttx) match 
never got beyond tlie preliminary stages.

Big Stable Takes the Three Main 
Havre de Grace Races.

Billy Kelly Has a Hot Time in Giv- 
ing' Star Master Weight and 
a Beating. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Mil.. April It?.— Tlie colors 
of Commander J. K. L. Rns- were decidedly prom- 
inent at Havre de Grace iliis afternoon. Billy Kelly 
beat a band of tin* best horses here in the $5,000 
Harford Handicap in a driving finish. Milkmaid 
accounted for the Toggery Purse, a dash of three- 
quarter.-. for fillies and mares, while liis Kentucky 
Derby candidate. King Thrush, made a show of his 
op|M>neiits in tin* Chester Purse, in whieli he met 
some of the Im*s| three year-olds here. King Thrush 
won hi- race in impressive fashion. lie raced into 
the lead soon after the start and Kamil* had him 
under stout restraint for the entire race. At the 
finish lie led by a long margin and was fighting 
for his head. Irish Dancer, which ran coupled with 
King Thrush was third. Kanile rode a confident 
race on .Milkmaid. lb* had her under restraint in 
tin* early running, where lie was pinned in next to 
the inner rail and in a pocket. After rounding tin* 
far turn, where the field spread out a hit. Sande 
look Milkmaid the oiit-ide and in the homestretch 
closed up on the leaders and in a mild drive wen 
going away by a length. 

Ninety Simplex, whieli fell in the second race, 
causing his rider. T. Nolan, to receive a serious 
injury, and was afterward destroyed, as was Miss 
Bryn, whieli fi 11 over him and was killed, was 
oarieu i'khh start his ;G .lelteisi.o Park. New Or- 
leans. dm* to his being an unsound Imrse and a 
menace to the safety of the i iders and horses. This 
ruling was rescinded later on. with today's accident 
the final result. 

Kt. Quentin was claimed by K. Louis out of the 
second race for S2.ll3ft. M. Smith lodged a claim for 
Poiiltney in tile -a me race, but the claim was dis- 
allowed lM-cause of lack of a sufficient sum bid. 

Commander Ross and a partj of friends came 
down from Montreal to witness the racing and 
will remain over for the week-end. All of the 

Ross horses are in splendid condition and from their 
showing this afternoon are destined to play an im- 
portant part in this year’s racing. 

BIS ATTENDANCE PRESENT. 

Despite the handicap of the railroad strike a 
surprisingly large crowd was present and while 
it was not up to that of previous opening days, still 
it greatly exceeded the expectations of the manage- 
ment. It is understood that by Monday conditions 
will have been greatly improved and that tin- 
race -peeials may Im* running. 

News reached here this afternoon of tin* death 
of Frank Fowler at l.ock|K>rt. N. V.. on Saturday 
Iasi. Mr. Fowler will be remembered by race- 
goers as one of the builders of the track at New- 
port. Ky. and in later years as an employe at tin* 
different tracks on the Canadian circuit. News 
of his death was received with much regret by his 
host of friends on the turf.

W. K. Vosbiugli. steward representing The Jockey 
flub at Havre de Grace, was delayed en route from 
New* York and did not arrive until 4:30. 

Mr. A. 11. Morris made his first visit of the 
season to the races this afternoon. lie came over 
from Baltimore to see his Dalhousie filly Quietude 
run in the Toggery Burse. The Morris horses will 
lie shipped to New York at the conclusion of the 
Maryland meetings. 

Many of tin* horses were shipped over from 
Bowie in motor vans ami others by the electric ears 
from Bowie to Baltimore, and from there to Havre 
de Grace by boat. 

JOCKEY CARMODY IN THE SADDLE. 

Jockey J. Carmody. the ridiu" sensat hai of tin* 
Havana meeting, was seen in Ihe saddle during 
the af IcriUMin.

The decision of the Canadian 
increase the Royal Nortluvest Mounted Police force 
to 3.009 men calls attention to this remarkable 
body of men and their work as explorers. 

During the decade that preceded the war they 
discovered great lakes, huge mountain ranges, 
mighty rivers, vast Is-rds of game, and new tribes 
• f Indian' and Eskimos whose existence was unsus- 
pected. 

Take, for instance, the trip of Inspector Pelletier 
and his three white companions. Setting out from 
Fort Saskatchewan, an outlying station far to the 
north of Edition! ii. they made a journey <f 2.343 
miles, over 1 . SOI t miles of whiefi Mas through terri- 
tory never before visited by a white man. 

Iu the then uukiiown l*og Rib country, adjoining 
Artillery L-ike. they discovered what is probably 
the greatest sportsman's paradise on earth, and 
incidentally eleared up a mystery that bad for a 
number of years been puzzling even tin* officials of 
the great Hudson Bay Company Itself. Immense 
e.-trilHiu herds mux* roamed over the vast barren 
plains of the nortblands. lint they bad been rapidly 
disappearing, and even tin* Indians, who partially 
lived oil them, had failed to tract* them. 

Pelletier and his men discovered tin* los| enrihoii 
far to the north, in an unknown and uninhabited 
wilderness. He estimated the main herd alone to 
number ltJO.OOO. For hours at a time the party was 
held up by vast herds swimming across the rivers 
and lakes ahead of them. 

'Ibis expedition resulted in filling in a blank space 
of tin* map nine times as large as Seotlami. 

Tlielr most startling discovery, perhaps. Mas the 
finding of an Eskimo village .TOP miles from Arctic 
water and miles from Hudson Bay. in command 
of an Englishman known as Eurky Moore, lie had 
accompanied Hauihtiry on bis voyage t>* the Arctic 
and bad long been reported as dead. He had made 
himself elib-f of the Eskimos, and bad induced li is 
tribe to eoiue farther and farther inland. 

DISCOVER GREAT LAKES AND MOUNTAINS. 

It is difficult to lielieve that two neM' lakes, 
almost as large as Like Ontario, and a range of 
mountains 2d miles long, could be discovered within 
a few hundred mib-s of flourishing cities without 
creating at least some sort of sensation, let this 
lias happened i u several occasions. 

iu February. 1911. Sergeant Macbsid was detailed 
to undertake a hazardous patrol into the unknown 
country northeast of Fort Vermilion. Tin- result 
m.-is the discovery of it huge inland sea inti 
on.* could drt p tile M'linle of Wales. 

Mere startling still Mas the exploratory 
' f Sergeant Mellor in the country south 
Great Slave Like in 191(1. Here they entered a re- 
gion. stretching 790 miles east and west and 299 
miles north and south, of which nothing whatever 
Mas known. At the mouth of the Buffalo River they 
encountered an unknown Indian tribe, but all efforts 
to induce any of the braves to accompany them 
failed. Tin* Indians declared that the country to 
the north Mas filled with deadly poisons. 

A few days later strange and sickening odors 
ca no* to them on the Winds. Their canoe had now 
entered the edge of what was literally a world of 
sulphur. The swamps, the streams and tin* endb ss 
"muskegs" reeked witli it. 

Fiidaimled by tla-ir personal discomfort. Mellor 
and his companions pushed on. Forty-five miles from 
tile mouth of Hu- Buffalo River they fame up ii a 
large tributary flowing into the main stream from the 
south. In places Ibis stream was a mile in width 
and it ended in a lake which opened up like a 
great sea. After two days of exploration they 
judged the lake to be from 30 to 4lt miles wide and 
fn iii so to loo miles in length. They also discov- 
ered a range of mountains stretching a distance of 
over seventy miles. As a result of their trip, which 
proved both exciting and dangerous, a huge blank on 
tin* map was filled in.
